During the depression years 
the demand upon the Canadiae 
Lepion from destitute veterar 
families for assistance became 
terrific. The sale of poppies ir 
these trying 30s naturally suf- 
fered but somehow the Legior 
carried on and many a family 
managed to see it through due 
to the Poppy Fund. 

During the war years the Vet 
craft plants found that they toe 
were caught in the shortage 
material, Precious rubber used 
for our mechanized armies be- 
came unobtainable and so the 
windshield poppx which depend 
ed on a rubber suction centre 
disappeared. Now things are 
brightening up and this year the 
familiar large poppy will be 
found on thousands of auto wir 
dows throughout Canada. 

The stamen centre. of the 
small poppy which was purchas- 
ed exclusively in Czechoslovak- 
ia disappeared when the brittle 
concrete heel of the Nazis in- 
vaded that country. The Vet- 
craft switched to using greer 
fibre, solving thereby that pro- 
blem, 

Lycopodium whieleis similer 
to twitch grass faded from the 
market and so nothing daunted 
the veterans switched to using 
magnolio leaves imported from 
Florida. This year a
